AVOURED with delightful weather, the 
annual Show of the South Westmeath 
Agricultural Society, which was held at 
Moate to-day, proved as gratifying from the 
point of view of attendance as it was en- 
couraging by the increased number of entries 
for competition.

HE period that has elapsed since 
& War has been remarkable for the con 
tinual decline of the Irish farmer s 
prosperity. Particularly during the past 
three years falling prices and bad harvests 
have made it still more difficult for him to 
make ends meet, and unless matters take a 
turn for the better within the immediate 
future the outlook must be regarded as the 
reverse of cheerful. The cause of his 
mistortunes has, of course, been the 
dimmished’ demand for foodstuffs following 
the continual growth of unemployment in 
Great Britain. 
PROTECTION AND THE FARMER. 
There is, however, a ray of hope on the 
farmer's horizon. Most competent observers 
agree that the adoption of protection by 
Great Britain would reduce the ranks of the 
British unemployed and consequently in- 
tensify the demand for food products. It is 
the considered opinion of the bodies which 
represent British manufacturing industry, 
such as the Federation of British Industries 
and the National Union of Manufacturers, 
that the adoption of a tariff would lead to a 
great expansion in British industry. Even

THE SWING OF THE PENDULUM. 

The protective policy of the Conservative 
Party may thus herald a new era for Ireland. 
At a recent meeting of the members of that 
party it was announced that its programme 
for the general election would be full 
blooded protection. 
are undeniably bright: for its chief fight will 
be against a Labour Party which is divided 
in itself, and which has been partly respon- 
sible for the terrible growth in unemploy- 
ment. The inevitable “swing of the pendu- 
lum’ is also in its favour; for a significant 
feature in recent political history has been 
the defeat of every Government associated 
with the era of trade depression. 

IMPERIAL PREFERENCE. 

It is deemed unlikely that a Conservative 
Government will tax such important com- 
modities as bacon and butter. Should it do 
so, however, it is thought that this country 
will benefit through the operation of Im- 
perial Preference by the virtual exclusion 
from the British market of such powerful 
competitors as Denmark and Holland. A tax 
on chilled meat imports, which come largely 
from the Argentine Republic, could not fail 
also to benefit the Free State, as it would 
place the fresh meat trade in a better com- 
petitive position and thus benefit our live 
stock industry. Should no tariff be imposed 
on food products, in which we are 
interested, our reward will come from the 
greater food - consuming capacity of Great 
Britain resulting from prosperity. 

A TARIFF ON LINEN. 

With the rise in food prices 
British protection, land values here 
tend upwards, while the increased circulation 
of money following farming prosperity would 
revive business throughout the countrv and 
permit the discharge of the ‘ frozen ” Joans 
which have accumulated for years past. Our 
income from oversens investments, which has 
diminished appreciably during the past two 
years, should expand, too, as & result of better 
times in Great Britain. Northern Ireland's 
demand for a tariff on linen imports may soon 
be renewed with every prospect of success, 
and prosperity in that part of the country 
wonld soon be retlected throughout the whole 
of Ireland.

WATER SHORTAGE 


RATHMINES AREA 
PLIGHT. 


THE HOUSEWIVES’ 
DIFFICULTY. 


——&— — 
| se is a grave water shortage in the 


Rathmines area, according to many 
residents, who are demanding that the 
Dublin Corporation should provide adequate 
supplies. During the tloods last Thursday 
night, part of the main supply pipe trom 
the reservoir at Bohernabreena to the service 
tank at Ballyboden was torn away, and it has 
been impossible during the interval, though 
hundreds of men are working day and migit, 
to make a fresh connection. The supply to 
Rathmines and other districts which were 
fed from Lallyboden was cut down immed: 
ately to four hours a day—two hours morn- 
ing and evening—and were 
urged to economise rigidly. 
It is now revealed that 
Rathmines, Rathgar and Kimmage have beer 


householders 


without water during the last two days, and | 


others, it is stated, only get water which is 
very sluggish and dirty, and is therefore 
useless for any purpose. The position is one 
of considerable anxiety for the inhabitants. 
Apart from the scarcity of water fur cooking 
and ordinary washing, Javatories are not 
heing tlushed regularly, and the residents, 
fearing that sickness may break out at any 
time, feel that the Dublin Corporation should 
find a means! of distributing water supplies 
during the famine period, which must last 
for some days yet until it is possible to 
connect the reservoir with the service tank 


EMERGENCY SUGGESTION. 


It is suggested that the Corporation should 
provide water carts to call at houses with 
supplies, for in these areas one must go a 
long way to procure water from wells er 
pumps. Old people are seriously hampered ; 
being unable to walk to supply sources they 
must depend on their younger neighbours to 
give a kindly helping hand.

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THE RATHMINES WATER SUPPLY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IPISH TIMES. 
Sirn,—As has already been announced in 
your newspaper, the recent floods carried 
away a considerable length of the Rathmmes 
water supply piping, leaving only a_ very 
small quantity of water available, which was 
stored in the service reservoir at Ballyboden. 
To supplement this the Corporation staff 
worked the whole of Friday and Friday 
night last, to make a special connection ‘be- 
tween the Vartry system and the Rathmines 
pipes, in order to supplement in a small way 
the quantity at Ballyboden, which would 
have ‘bees exhausted some days since but for 
this measure and the making of the supply 
intermittent, as already announced in the 
Press. 

At the moment many 
coming in from the higher levels that- water 
is not reaching the houses there, and 
is undoubtedly due to the _ inconsiderate 
action of residents in the lower levels, taking 
the water the moment it reaches their 
premises. I do not characterise this action 
as selfish, because [ helieve it arises from 
want of appreciation of the actval situation ; 
and I, therefore, appeal, through the medium 
of your journal, to each of the residents in 
the district served by the Rathmines water 
system to take only the absolute minimnm 
quantity of water, so as to leave some, for 
others, pending the completion of the neces- 
sary repairs, which are in hands night and 
day since the occurrence of the disaster.—

Ghe Bradman Controversy. 


I, for one, can appreciate the storm of 
indignation which has arisen in Australia 
at the offer made to Don Bradman by the 
Lancashire League team, Accrington. If 
he accepts, it will deprive the Dominion 
of his services for all time. 

The effect of such poaching of famous 
players has led to strained relationship 
between England and the Dominions 
before now, but never has the deprivation 
been so notable as in the case of Bradman. 
It does not seem in keeping with the spirit 
of the game that the Lancashire League, 
by angling for Colonial crack players, 
should continue to shelve the claims of 
the nations to which these men belong, in 
order that a very smal] section of the 

English public with 
a craving for the 
spectacular should be 
Ss satisfied. Hitherto 
m= Nelson has been the 
-chief offender. This 
‘club has at present 
the services of the 
West Indian player, 
Monstantine, and the 
former Australian 
Test player, Arthur 
Richardson. Accring- 
ton. who seek Brad- 
man, have in their 
ranks a former South 
African Test player, 
Llewellyn, and another club has Blanken- 
berge, also a South African. Every 
Colonial team is approached, and it is 
rumoured fhat I. B. Cromb and another 
vouthful member of the. present New 
Zealand team have declined tempting 
offers to remain in England. 

Yet another successful “scoop” should he 
mentioned in connection with this matter. 
After the 1921 Australian team had re- 
turned home, one of the best bowlers, FE. A. 
Macdonald, returned at the invitation of 
Nelson, and subsequently plaved for Lanca- 
shire in county cricket. This was felt 
very much in the Dominion. and is 
described in C. G. Macartney’s autohio- 
graphy as “one of the greatest tragedies 
of Australian cricket, ”' 


‘Blackberry Shortage. 


Visiting County Wicklow recently, 1 
observed that most’ fruit’ wardens and 
orchards have suffered cruelly this year 
from the wretched weather. Not onlv 
cultivated, but wild, fruits have suffered 
—and none more noticeably than tha 
blackherrvy. The briars this vear bear a 
normal amount of fruit, but the berries 
are still all green. This is surprising 
so late in the season, since thew are 
usually ripe for plucking at the heginning 
of September. . The month will require 
to he very good, indeed, if we are to have 
any blackberries at all. Countv Wicklow 
is worried also by a considerable shortage 
of mushrooms. Nobody quite understands

Victorien Sardou. Sardou, who dominated 
the European stage for several decades of 
the last century, was first intended for the 
medical profession, but had-to relinquish 
; his studies in. direction through lack 
of funds. He next devoted himself to 
history, and endured some years of poverty 
and distress as a teacher and writer in 
minor newspapers. At — shortly 
after his twenty-third birthday, in 1854, 
hie first play was produced at the Odéon 
Theatre and failed completely. For four 
years more his struggles continued until 
Mdlle. Déjazet, recognising his talent, 
took him under her protection, and started 
him wpon that career of success which con- 
tinued until his death on November 8th, 
1908, at the ripe age of seventy-seven. 

Sardou’s most notable qualities as a 
dramatist were. powerful invention and 
construction, firm characterisation and 
brilliance in dialogue. His name in 
England is connected with ‘‘ Diplomacy,’ 
which was produced by the Bancrofts at 
the Garrick Theatre in 1878, but in France 
his fame rests chiefly on ‘‘ Fedora’’ and 
other plays which he wrote expressly for 
Sarah Bernhardt. He has a slight connec- 
tion with Dublin and with Ireland, in that 
his type of drama was strenuously attacked 
by Mr. G. B. Shaw during the ‘nineties. 
His play, “ Delia Harding,”’ produced at 
the Comedy Theatre, London, was de- 
scribed by Shaw as “ the worst play I ever 
saw.’ 


Girl Guides in Cork. 


A correspondent, inspired by a recent 
article in the Jrish «Times on the Boy 
Scout movement in County Cork, has told 
me a few interesting facts about the girls’ 
branch of that organisation. From her 
I learnt that a Girl Guide troop already 
existed in Cork during the War. The 
movement lapsed at the time of the 
troubles, but was reorganised seven years 
ago. Since then companies have been 
formed all over the country, even in such 
a far-away district as Skibbereen. Over 
three hundred Guides are now enrolled,

The 
Abbey Players have gone several times to 
America before, but the understanding of 
their work is increasing, and they should 
succeed now as never before.

Prior to that reaping was principally done 
with the scythe, work not ff s being difficult, 
but tefious. Except on very smal] farms that 
system is now obsolete. Then there came 
gradually into existence the reaping machine, 
which is drawn by two horses. There are 
two seats on this machine: one occupied by 
the driver and the other by a man who manl- 
pulates a rake and forms the sheaves, whic 
are afterwards bound and placed in stooks. 
After some days in this position they are 
built into stacks, so that the grain and straw 
are protected from the weather. | 

In more recent years the reaper and binder 
has been introduced extensively, particularly 
by holders of large tracts of land. This 
machine is operated by three horses, and the 
sheaves are automatically formed and bound 
in twine. It saves a great deal of time, 
trouble and expense, and in this fitful climate 
it is important that oats, wheat and barley 
should be cut as quickly as possible during 
spelis of fine weather. 

Once the grain and straw are safely stored 
in the haggard, there is no immediate hurry 
about threshing, except in cases where 
farmers are in need of converting the grain 
Into Threshing methods also are in 
many cases different from those of thirty 
years ago. Then the work was done by a 
machine propelled by four horses, and a 
large number of hands were required in open- 
ing the binders on the sheaves, “ feeding “ 
the machine, shaking the straw, putting the 
grain into sacks, and building the rick of 
straw. Subsequently for many days a win- 
nowing machine was needed to remove the 
chaff: before the grain was ready for the 
market. Now a very large number of farmers 
hire a steam threshing machine, which auto 
matically shakes the straw, winnows the 
grain, and puts it into sacks, ready for sale. 
An elevator is also used for placing the straw 
into the rick. Threshing day is always looked 
forward to with interest, and neighbouring 
farmers and their labourers ‘‘ core’’ with one 
another in order to cope with the work. 

There was a custom many years ago—I do 
not know if it still exists—of providing a 
half-barrel of porter-on threshing days. 
During the day work was stopped for a brief 
interval, when the men got a drink of porter. 
At night the remainder of the drink was 
consumed, and there was a “ sing-song ’’ and 
a dance, in which local girls participated, 
and which was a happy, jolly affair.

Australian port incites little or no 
comment among onlookers nowadays. ‘To 
them she is but another ship coming in to be 
discharged—one of, .those ordinary trainps, 
with a funnel, two masts and a rathei 
weather-beaten looking hull, which can be 
seen almust any day in tlie Her 
familiar appearance, entering the river, in- 
spires the imagination no more than that of a 
railway wagon being pushed into a siding. 
Even to the shore people who have business 
with her she is but a prosaic machine with 
out any interest bevond its money-earning 
vapacity. 

To the body of men who compose her crew. 
however, the arrival in harbour means a 
complete change of the little world in which 
they live. The engines, which have been 
plodding round monotonously for weeks. 
heart-throbs of the ship herseli, are strangely

said that the resolution was a very important 
one, and one fraught with potential dangers. 
There a red to be no statutory authority 
empowering urban councils to have re- 
valuations made of urban districts. Such re- 
valuations could, apparently be procured only 
on the application of the County Council for 
a re-valuation of its district. 

The Commistioner stated that the advis- 
ability of ‘al re-valuations of urban 
districts seemed doubtful. Under re-valuation, 
as at present carried out, progressive rate- 
payers who made additions, or otherwise 
effected improvements to their premises, had 
their valuations almost automatically in- 
creased, whereas non-progressive ratepayers, 
who made no improvements, and who, 
possibly, were doing greater business and 
making more money, had their old valuations 
left undisturbed. 


LICENSED HOUSES, 


Further. he said. the valuation of licensed 
houses had a relation to the licence duty 
paid by the licensee-——the higher the valua- 
tien the higher the licence duty. Under the 
re-valuation of urban districts this woukl 
almost certainly mean the raising of the 
valuation of virtually every licensed house -» 
the district, with the result that every 
licensed owner would have his licence duty 
proportionately increased.

A Fateful Session. 

The new session of the Imperial Parlia- 
ment may be short-lived, but it will write 
British history. Not since August, 1914, 
have events made so stern a demand upon 
the nation’s highest qualities of courage 
and resolution. In August, 1914, ruin 
would have followed a flight from the 
Germans; in September, 1931, ruin—less 
dramatic, perhaps, but not less sure— 
would follow a flight from the pound. 
The Prime Minister’s statement yester- 
day was clear and cogent. Four weeks 
ago the Labour Government was shocked 
out of its spendthrift complacency by a 
warning from the Bank of England. It 
was as though a motor car, driven 
furiously without lights, had been 
stopped on the edge of a precipice. 
Deposits were leaving England at a fear- 
ful rate, the gold reserve was in danger, 
and foreign confidence was utterly im- 
paired. Messrs. Macdonald and Snowden 
decided that the Budget must be 
balanced at all costs, and they put 
proposals for drastic economy and new 
taxation before their colleagues in the 
Government. Mr. Henderson and the 
others agreed that the crisis was urgent, 
but when economies were found to involve 
the “ dole ' they succumbed to the threats 
of organised trade unionism. Then, with 
the ready help of the Conservative and 
Liberal leaders, Mr. Macdonald formed 
the National Government. To-morrow 
Mr. Snowden will unfold his Budget of 
economies and taxation, in which every 
from Cabinet Minister to dole- 
drawer, must take his share. As the 
Prime Minister says, the road will be 
hard and broken, but by no other road 
can the British people win to security 
and preserve their honour. 

We may believe Mr. Henderson's confes- 
sion that his first appearance as leader of 
the Opposition found him embarrassed ; 
for in such circumstances Cleon himself 
would have been embarrassed. Mr. 
Henderson not only has turned his back 
upon a fair record of statesmanship, but his 
speech yesterday gave the lie to his con- 
victions of less than a month ago. He has 
permitted himself to support the charge 
that the National Government responds to 
no national need, but is the creation of a 
bankers’ conspiracy. Once again the 
Prime Minister showed yesterday that the 
bankers’ plot was a mere figment of trade 
unionist imagination. Mr. Henderson’s 
fumbling statement failed to dispose of the 
simple facts, which are that in the first 
instance his party admitted the gravity of 
the and accepted the proposed 
economies. It was not till trade unionism 
put down its foot that he decided to flout 
the crisis and to declare that, though 
England should perish, the dole must re- 
main inviolate. The Labour Party’s only 
expedients aresuch as would add wings to 
the flight of the pound and swiftly would 
extinguish the last remnant of the dole. 
Labour at Bristol and Labour at West- 
mingter are equally unteachable. Yester- 
day, while the Prime Minister 
pleading for hard work and equal sacrifice, 
the Trades Union Congress demanded that 
the working week should be limited to 
a maximum of forty hours. The Aubrts 
of Belshazzar pales before the hubris of 
British trade unionism. 

Technically, the resolution which was 
put to the House of Commons yesterday 
; but, in effect, 
it involved a vote of confidence, and the 
result is encouraging. The resolution was 
passed by 309 votes against 250, and so 
the National Government, in its first trial 
of parliamentary strength, had a majority 
of fifty-nine.

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Falling Stars. 


The news that Parisian “ stage stars’ 
have agreed to accept a maximum salary 
of £4 for every performance will be 
welcoméd by a world that has grown more 
than a little weary of theatrical extrava- 
gance., Paris has followed the example 
of Berlin, where a system of maximum 
salaries was introduced about a fortnight 
ago, and we shall hope to see other citi:s 
come into line. The arrangement provides 
that an actor, in addition to his maximum 
salary, may receive a share of the profits, 
which will be calculated on his popu- 
larity with the audience. This clause js 
particularly attractive; for it delivers up 
the actor to the direct judgment of hi» 
patrons. No theatre-goer will grudge bim 
the additional fee that goes with a round of 
applause. A player who amuses well must 
be rewarded generously, but no man’s pro- 
fessional services entitle him to such a 
remuneration as certain actors have 
received of late years. The case of a 
celebrated comedian who, at a time of 
national stringency, was paid the pre- 
posterous sum of £4,000 weekly for a few 
grandiose scale of values to which we 
have grown accustomed. Economy in 
theatrical salaries will be doubly agree- 
able if it is accompanied by a similar 
movement in the film studio. The pay- 
ment of artists in more than one branch 
of the film industry has become notorious 
but the patron of the picture-house listens 
unmoved to these golden tales. He com- 
plains only of the naive lavishness of 
setting with which tmany producers seek 
to cover up the deficiencies of a foolish 
and vapid story. Prodigal display may 
dazzle the ignorant for a time; but, 
if the film is to develop as a new art, 
many more producers must learn the 


dramatic value of simplicity and reti- 


cence. 


The Cake-Stand. 


A French princess once suggested that 
in the scarcity of bread the poor should 
eat cake. Her innocent heart would have 
been delighted by this year’s Confectioners’ 
and Bakers’ Exhibition at London ; for the 
exhibits suggest that the public to-day 
eats less plain bread and more confec- 
tionery. The rich plum cake has dis- 
appeared, indeed—what housewife in these 
lean days can face the old recipes that 
began with the prodigal magnificence of 
“ take twenty-four eggs?’’—but the con- 
fectioner finds ample scope for his art in 
the “ afternoon fancies ” of the modern 
tea-table. In the creation of these delicious 
trifles he must observe one golden rule. 
The “' fancy ’’ may be fashioned in the 
similitude of a cactus; its design may be 
based on some quaint animal or the 
features of a prominent politician; but it 
must not look like a cake. Appetite no 
longer can be tempted by daintiness. If 
the confectioner is to thrive, he must have 
recourse to the novel, the grotesque, and 
even to the macabre. One of the most 
admired exhibits this year is a cunning 
admixture of pastry, cake and marzipan 
made to resemble a plate of steak and 
chipped potatoes. In the days of Jane 
Austen the afternoon visitor was regaled 
with a light repast of cold meat and fruit. 
In 1951 the combination seems imapposite ; 
but to be confronted at tea-time with what 
appears to be grilled steak opens up possi- 
bilities of a mental indigestion little less 
harrowing than the internal pangs of the 
eighteenth-century guest.

WRECK OF IRISH 
GUODS TRAIN. 


COLLISION NEAR 
MONASTEREVAN. 


DERAILED WAGGONS 
CATCH FIRE.

BEI“EEN four and five o'clock yester- 
‘day morning a collision occurred 
between two goods trains at Monasterevan, 
County Kildare, which resulted in the 
main line from Dublin to Cork being 
blocked for the greater portion of the day. 
At the time of the accident the down 
goods train was shunting, when it was 
run into by the up goods train to Dublin 
a short distance outside Monasterevan. 

The impact was very violent. The Cork 
train was not scheduled to stop at the 
station, and was travelling at a good 
speed when it dashed into the last three 
wagons of the Dublin train. 

Several of the thirty-five wagons which 
comprised the up goods train were hurled 
down an embankment, and the engine was 
derailed, although it did not overturn, 
but stood diagonally across the metals. 
A few of the wagons in the Dublin train 
were smashed, but the Cork train was 
much more extensively damaged. 

FIRE IN WRECKAGE. 

Many of the wagons were telescoped, 
and a fire broke out amongst them almost 
immediately. Seven wagons containing 
cattle were included in the up train, and 
most of the animals were removed safely 
from the burning wreckage. Five of the 
,panic-stricken beasts, however, could not 
be rescued, and had to be slaughtered in 
the wagons. 

None of the men on either of the trains 
was seriously injured. The fireman of the 
Cork train, James Clarke, of Limérick. 
suffered to the extent of a broken finger 
as the result of his hand being »inned 
under some wreckage, but the driver, a 
native of Cork city, named Dwyer, esca ped 
uninjured. 

The adjacent telegraph poles were in- 
volved in the smash, and telegraph com- 
munication with the offices of the company 
at Kingsbridge was severed. The local 
signalman, Christopher Kelly, however, 
managed to get into communication with 
Kildare Station, and the train service on 
the main line south of Monasterevan was 
diverted by a circuitous route via Kil 
kenny. 


FIRE BRIGADE ARRIVES. 


The Army fire brigade arrived from the 
Curragh shortly before six a.m., and 
found half-a-dozen of the wagons involved 
in the smash burning. Thev were unable 
to subdue the outbreak, and the brigade. 
which was under the command of Captain 
Cribbon and Sergeant Frawley. returned 
to the camp, arriving there at 10.30 a.m. 

At the point where the accident 
occurred waggons, twisted wreckage and 
quantities of goods were strewn about, 
and the line was torn up for a distance 
of several hundred yards. The special 
newspaper train, which left Dublin at 
4 a.m. and arrived at Monasterevan 
shortly after the accident, was allowed to 
proceed ria another route after shunting. 

Breakdown gangs were sent from Kings- 
bridge, -and Mr. P. J. Floyd. traffic 
manager; Major Henry; District Superin- 
tendent Tapsey (Waterford), and an 
engineer from Inchicore were soon upon 
the scene. 

Work on the line was continued at high 
pressure, and was completed in the late 
afternoon, when the main line traffic was 
again carried on as usual. 

In spite of the dislocation on the main 
line, the up mail from Cork to Dublin 
last evening arrived at Kingsbridge only 
thirty-five minutes late.

Gandhi said: “ The first is if IT am in 
distress and can only be assisted by speak- 
ing; the second is if somebody else is in 
distress who can be helped by my speak- 
ing: and the third if exceptional circum- 
stances prevail, such as an unexpected call 
from the Viceroy or other high official who 
must be seen in the interest of the cause. 
Thus my appearance at the committee on 
Monday can only come under the third 
exception, but only by a considerable 
stretch of meaning, seeing that it is not a 
sudden, unexpected call. In such cireum- 
stances people have generally accom- 
modated me. What can happen in London 
I do not know.

Food supplies are not being 
made to a very large extent, as most of the 
supporters of the families who occupied the 
flooded houses are men in employment who 
in the ordinar way are providing 
food for themselves and their families. 
There are, however, many cases in which 
the fact of being driven from home has 
meant the deprivation of livelihood. 

In all cases food above the usual standard 
is essential to ward off illness consequent on 
the rigours suffered on the night of the rain 
storm. Voluntary medical inspection and 
aid, not of a poor-law type, might well be 
sought, particularly in the cases of children, 
and the aged, with the view of staving off 
much illness in the coming winter. Nuns 
in some quarters have already been helpful 
in this respect, and also in supplying pro- 
perly dried clothing. 

Alderman Benson has done excellent ser- 
vice in arranging for the washing out of the 
flooded floors, and numbers of employés of 
the Corporation have also been engaged in 
clearing the débris left after the sudsidence 
of the flood. People who were hastily 
housed in St. Patrick’s Training College have 
been enabled to return to their houses.

punishment. 

Burger, who has been forty years in 
State service, was a clerk in the offices 
German Governor of Brussels 
during the war, and obtained the docu- 
ment in the course of his employment 
there. Some time ago he apparently 
offered the document to the British 
Museum, so it is stated, for the modest 
sum of £12,500. The British Museum 
replied that it had no interest in the 
matter. 

This correspondence came into the hands 
of Burger’s superiors, and disciplinary 
proceedings were opened.

AN ARISTOCRATIC 
GCRADES KX AN. 


From A SPFCIAL CORRESPONDEXT. 
Ta Customs duty recently imposed on 


imported harness will undoubtedly help 
to revive the once prosperous profession 
of harness-making. 

In pre-war days the saddler’s shop was a 
hive of industry. Nearly every village 
boasted a saddler or harness-maker, and most 
provincial towns could find enough employ 
ment for several of these aristocratic and 
autocratic tradesmen. 

The saddler always regarded himself as a 
very superior type of workman. He did not 
consider himself in the same category as the 
tailor, the carpenter, the cooper or the shoe- 
maker; for saddlery was a skilled profession 
demanding a long and arduous apprenticeship. 
It was usually a family affair, and the saddler 
selected one of his sons or a favourite nephew 
to carry on the traditions of the trade. 

A PROUD DISTINCTION. 

Only a man who was capable of taking 
infinite pains with his work could hecome 
a successful saddler. The '“ hotcher ” was 
only fit for teasing horse-hair or putting on 
patches. He would never be entrusted with 
the task of making a new piece of harness 
That was a labour of love which could be 
undertaken only by a craftsman. 

Twenty or thirty years ago people took 
great pride in their harness. In, country 
districts a man’s social status was often 
judged by the harness which his horse wore 
on Sundays. To drive a horse resplendent 


in patent leather harness with silver fittings | 


was a great distinction, and highlvy-polished 
brown leather harness mounted with brass 
was also a great favourite with “ strong ” 
farmers and prosperous business men. 

These fine sets of harness usually lasted 
a lifetime, and most bridegrooms liked to 
start married life with a new set for the 
smart turn-out in which they astonished the 
parish when they drove to Mass on the first 
Sunday aiter the honeymoon. 


HONEST CRAFTSMANSHIP. 

The old-time saddlers required plenty of 
notice before they made a set of harness to 
order. Their work could never be approached 
in a casual spirit. They refused to be rushed. 
Every stitch was an honest stitch, and, even 
when they were pressed for time, they would 
spend what seemed to be an undue waste of 

recious minutes in making a ‘‘ wax end.” 

he hempen threads were first rolled slowly 
and methodically on the saddler’s knee, and 
the wax was then thoroughly applied until 
the thread was practically rigid. 

Then, with the aid of his awl and his 
twin needles, the saddler started to ‘sew. 
It was a pleasure to watch him work. He 
sewed with wonderful. precision. It was 
obvious that his task was a joy to him. 

Irish harness-makers could scarcely be 
slipshod if they tried. Many of them were 
temperamental men, and they could only 
work when they were “in the humour.”’ 

In any case, their work bore the hall 
mark of perfection, and gave long and faith 
ful service. In the harness-rooms which in 
former years were the pride of “ big houses, ' 
[ have seen sets of Irish-made harness which 


stood up to thirty years of strenuous work.

Not long ago I visited a voung saddler’s 


shop. He told me that, in spite of trade

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John Burke's Surprising Defeat at 
Newcastle.

NEWCASTLE, Tuesday Night. 


HIS evening we reached the fourth 
round of the Irish Open Amateur 
Championship. It has beeu a disastrous 


week for our international team, which 
played Scotland last Saturday, At the end 
vf the third round the only members of it 
who remained in were ‘‘M. McQuaid” and 
Michael Crowley. Even at that, ' McQuaid '' 
had to go a very long way in his match 
with Brigadier-General Critchley, whom he 
beat only at the twenty-second hole, it being 
the longest tie of the cham vionship so far. 
IRISH INTERESTS. 

However, Irish interest has not subsided 
by any means, as of the thirty-two survivors 
ten are home players, more than one ef 
whom sprung a surprise, as, for instance, 
when, almost at the tail-end of the long 
day, A. M. Stuart, of Royal Portrush, came 
in with an astonishing win over Douglas 
Fiddian, who, in the semi-final of the cham. 
pionship last year, beat John Burke, but 
how struck his colours at the nineteenth. 
Ayother who survived the ordeal was Lionel 
Munn, who got through in great style, win- 
ning by one hole from Lennox, of Crow 
Wood; while the suecess of Fred Davies, 
who belongs to the Cairnes-Munn-Bovd 
period, also attracted not a little notice. 
particularly as his triumph was gained over 
D. E. Landale, a member of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Society on the recent Irish tour. 

BURKE'S DEFEAT. 

One does not really know what to say 
about the remarkable defeat of the Irish 
native and South of Ireland champion, John 
Burke, by William Ffrench, of Rosslare. I 
did not follow the match to the finish, for 
the reason that when I left them at the 
ninth I had made up my mind that it was 
‘all over, and that the Clareman was in 
for a drubbing no less severe than 
that. which he received from Fiddian twelve 
months ago, when the margin was 6 and 5. 
Burke, since he begaa to win Irish champion- 
ships a few years back, has not played such 
a feeble game as to-day, but he would have 
to produce golf of the highest possible class— 
Bobby Jones stuff at its best—to save him- 
self from the skilful, carefree and imperturbable 
Wexford man, who went out in this match 
as he would in an ordinary friendly on the 
sands at Rosslare. When they walked to the 
third teeing ground it was clear as daylight 
that Burke was not going to have it all his 
own way. He was then two down. He lost 
the first througn a nasty one into the hills 
from which he could only get down on to 
the fairway anyhow, and Ffrench had his 
four at the second, where Burke, after almost 
holding. from the back of the second green 
for a two, missed the short putt back for a 
half. I thonght that Burke was extremely 
lucky when Ffrench slipped a short one. 
perhaps not more than a two yarder, at the 
fourth for a two, and then, after playing 
a wonderful second with the spoon from the 
rough to the fifth, Ffrench saw Burke re- 
cover magnificently from a badly cut iron 
shot to snatch a half in five. j 

THE TURNING-POINT. 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
turning point, so far as Burke was concerned. 
came at the sixth. Burke was so near the 
hole in 3 that it was a matter of Ffrench 
having a shortish putt for a half, but he 
missed it, and then, to the surprise of all, 
Burke cut his putt of not more than fourteen 
inches. Had - not been so careless with 
that tiny one he would then have been but 
one down, and, when he pitched very short 
from the seventh tee, the position became 
almost desperate for the champion, who must 
have been badly shaken when on the eighth 
green Ffrench ran down another Jong one for 
a ó and a lead of 4. Burke's game had gone 
all to = and he turned 5 ea n, Ffrench, 
who played magnificent golf, being out in 34. 
Burke, however, set his teeth, so to speak, 
and brought the match to the fourteenth. 
after being dormy 6 down, but the only hole 
that he won in the match was, singularly 
enough, the thirteenth. I have seen Ffrench 
play a deal of golf, but I have yet to see him 
do anything as praiseworthy as this. 

HOLDER'S REMARKABLE WIN. 

William Sutton, the holder, also had a 
remarkable victory over Menzies, of Ralston, 
whom he trounced to the tune of 7 and 6. 
Sutton, whose indifferent beginning is apt to 
deceive his opponent, lost the second hole, 
taking a bad five, but won the third, and 
never relaxed until he was six up at the turn. 
He won the tenth and eleventh in three, four, 
and a four at the twelfth finished it.
